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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


Dr.  F.  T.  McFaden 

HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  has  always  been  rich  in  dis- 
tinguished sons  and  that  such  distinguished  sons  are 
not  confined  to  early  periods  of  history  is  singularly  mani- 
fested in  the  life  and  career  of  Dr.  Frank  T.  McFaden,  who 
died  suddenly  on  August  5th  at  the 
age  of  sixty-nine.  He  graduated  in 
the  Class  of  1886,  a  class  which  was 
of  an  unusually  high  order  and  from 
which  went  out  a  number  of  men 
who  made  exceptional  records  and 
reflected  credit  and  honor  on  their 
Alma  Mater. 

After  graduating  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Dr.  McFaden  entered  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  then  located 
here,  where  he  graduated  three 
years  later.  Subsequently,  he  be- 
came a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  College,  which 
position  he  held  for  many  years, 
maintaining  an  active  interest  in 
the  College  and  only  resigning  from 
the  Board  a  few  years  ago.  In  his 
student  days,  as  in  after  life,  he 
took  an  active  part  in  the  social  and 
outside  activities.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Chi  Phi  Social  fraternity,  on 
the  staflf  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Magazine,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  on  the  baseball  team,  ranking 
among  the  best  players  which  the 
College  has  ever  turned  out. 

Dr.  McFaden,  in  his  chosen 
calling   of  the  ministry,  proved   to 

be  a  preacher  whose  well-considered  sermons  brought  to 
his  congregation  that  which  was  needed,  and  as  a  pastor 
the  consideration,  the  sympathy,  and  thoughtfulness  which 
always  mean  so  much. 

But  successful  though  he  was  as  a  minister,  he  did 
not  confine  his  interest  and  activities  to  this  calling, 
though  it,  of  course,  always  came  first.  He  was  active  in 
all  civic  affairs,  which  looked  to  the  social  betterment 
of  his  fellow  man.  He  was  withal  a  man  of  broad  liberality, 
following  an  undeviating  course  of  rectitude  as  far  as  his 
personal  life  was  concerned,  but  tolerant  of  the  frailties 
of  others  and  instead  of  harshly  rebuking  them  for  their 
failures,  sought  to  give  them  a  helping  hand  and,  as  was 
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said  in  the  numerous  editorial  comments  that  have 
appeared  in  the  press,  he  was  always  welcome  in  social, 
civic,  and  other  gatherings  and  never  threw  a  damper 
on  the  spirit  of  these  occasions.  His  teaching  was  more 
by  example  than  by  precept  and  his  influence  not  only 
in  the  various  congregations  which 
he  served  but  in  the  entire  com- 
munities where  these  congregations 
were  grouped,  was  strongly  felt  and 
men  were  the  better  for  his  having 
lived  among  them.  In  fact,  this 
influence  was  more  than  state  wide 
and  extended  beyond  Virginia's 
boundaries.  His  idea  was  that  we 
should  have  life  and  life  more 
abundantly  and,  as  has  been  fit- 
tingly stated,  his  life  itself  was  a 
sermon. 

Hampden-Sydney  grieves  in  the 
loss  of  this  distinguished  son  and  the 
editors  of  The  Record,  speaking 
for  the  Alumni,  desire  to  pay  this 
tribute  to  his  memory. 
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Kappa  Sigma's 
Semicentennial 

UPSILON  CHAPTER,  of  the 
Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity,  will 
in  October  celebrate  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  its  founding  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  The 
Chapter  was  established  in  the  fall 
of  1883  and  has  continued  without 
interruption  to  the  present  time.  It  is  one  of  the  three 
of  the  original  seven  fraternities  which  existed  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney about  fifty  years  ago  still  remaining,  the 
other  two  being  Epsilon,  of  Chi  Phi,  established  in  1867 
and  Iota,  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  established  shortly  after 
Kappa  Sigma.  Sigma  Chi,  one  of  the  original  chapters, 
after  being  discontinued  for  many  years,  has  recently 
been  reestablished.  During  this  fifty-year  period,  this 
Chapter  of  Kappa  Sigma  has  played  an  important  part 
in  the  social  life  of  the  College  and  its  members  have  been 
active  in  the  classroom  and  on  the  campus.  It  has  turned 
out  a  number  of  distinguished  men  who  have  reflected 
credit  not  only  on  the  Chapter,  but  on  the  Institution. 
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Those  in  charge  of  the  arrangements  have  wisely 
chosen  as  the  date  for  the  celebration  the  twenty-seventh 
and  twent}-eighth  of  October,  which  falls  at  the  same 
time  as  Home-Coming  Day  and,  in  this  way,  there  will  be 
even  a  greater  inducement  for  former  members  to  return. 
The  Alumni  of  the  Chapter  will  have  the  opportunity 
not  only  to  meet  their  brothers  of  college  days  but  will  in 
this  way  have  an  occasion  to  foregather  with  other 
college  mates  attracted  by  the  Home-Coming. 

After  fifty  years,  the  Chapter  to-day  is  possibly  more 
flourishing  than  at  any  time  in  its  long  history,  having  in 
its  membership  a  number  of  campus  leaders  and  excellent 
students. 

The  Record  extends  its  congratulations  to  the 
Chapter  and  a  welcome  to  returning  Alumni  and  other 
guests  and  bespeaks  for  the  occasion  an  event  full  of 
enjoyment  and  one  that  will  be  long  remembered  in 
the  annals  of  Upsilon  Chapter  and  the  College  itself. 


FROM  THE  DEAN'S  OFFICE 

AGAIN  the  enrollment  record  has  been  broken.  At  the 
L  time  that  this  goes  to  press  three  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  have  "signed  the  book,"  and  there  are  three 
hundred  and  twenty-four  in  attendance.  The  total  enroll- 
ment last  session  was  three  hundred  and  nineteen. 

A  number  of  formal  applications  early  in  September 
had  to  be  declined  and  those  requesting  catalogues  and 
making  inquiries  were  discouraged  from  making  appli- 
cations for  entrance,  and  it  was  necessary  to  keep  a 
waiting  list  of  applicants,  to  be  admitted  only  in  case  of 
cancellations  by  earlier  applicants. 

The  Freshman  Class  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-two 
(one  hundred  and  twenty-three  being  new  students)  is 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  College. 

The  Sophomore  Class  of  eighty-three  is  considerably 
behind  the  Sophomore  Class  of  last  year,  but  the  Juniors 
with  sixty-nine  are  almost  as  far  ahead  of  last  jxar's 
Juniors  as  the  present  Sophomores  are  behind  last  year's 
class.  The  Senior  Class  has  forty-three,  while  the  Senior 
Class  of  last  year  had  fifty. 

After  the  intelligence  test  is  given  the  quality  of  the 
new  class  can  be  stated  in  terms  of  arithmetic.  In  the 
meantime  they  look  pretty  good,  and  the  presence  in  the 
class  of  fourteen  high  school  valedictorians  promises  a 
high-average  I.  Q. 

Freshmen  are  asked  to  state  on  their  matriculation 
cards  their  preferred  life  work.  Thirty-three  have  chosen 
medicine,  fourteen  law,  ten  engineering,  eight  business; 
chemistry  and  the  ministry  claim  three  each;  art,  dentistry, 
and  teaching  two  each;  there  are  several  professions 
claiming  one  each.  Forty-five  of  the  class  have  made  no 
decision  in  this  matter. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  Lambda  Circle  of  0.  D.  K. 
there  were  elected  to  membership  from  the  Senior  Class, 
J.  C.  McCurdy,  of  Marshall,  Texas;  and  from  the  Junior 
Class,  J.  I.  Armstrong,  of  Ashland,  Virginia;  T.  J.  Hum- 
phries, of  Culpeper,  Virginia,  and  T.  K.  Young,  Jr.,  of 
Memphis,  Tennessee. 

The  formal  "tapping"  of  these  men  took  place  on 
September  28th  and  their  initiation  will  take  place  during 
Home-Coming.  After  the  student  body  elections  next 
spring,  six  additional  men  will  be  chosen.

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Concerning  the  Future  of 
Hampden-Sydney

LVST  SPRING  there  arose  considerable  discussion  of 
/  the  future  policy  of  Hampden-Sydney.  This  was 
brought  about  by  the  effort  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees'  Committee  to  acquaint  the  Faculty  with  the 
results  of  his  lengthy  investigation  into  our  policy  and 
curriculum.  The  gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  were  invited  to 
make  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  College  which 
might  be  included  in  the  Committee's  report  to  the  Board. 
It  is  well  to  note  that  no  authoritative  action  was  possible, 
but  a  number  of  the  professors  welcomed  the  opportunity 
to  express  themselves  freely,  well  knowing  that  little  could 
be  e.xpected  in  the  way  of  results  for  some  time  to  come. 

Dr.  A.  L.  Tynes,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Board,  stated  that  he  had  written  to  many  of  the  best 
educators  of  the  country,  who  had  responded  with  concrete 
criticisms  and  suggested  remedies  for  our  faults.  Several 
ways  of  improvement  were  proposed  by  the  Committee 
and  the  Faculty.  All  agreed  that  improvement  in  many 
ways  was  desirable  but  that  the  present  crisis  made  it 
unwise  to  initiate  changes  involving  expenditure  of  large 
sums  of  money.  These  suggestions  were  among  those  set 
forth  for  future  consideration: 

1.  A  Policy  Committee  to  be  formed  to  set  forth  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Administra- 
tion and  Faculty. 

2.  A  Faculty  Committee  to  be  appointed  to  study  the 
possibility  of  liberalizing  our  curriculum  when  the  condi- 
tions become  favorable.  One  form  of  liberalizing  would 
consist  of  lowering  the  number  of  required  hours  for  both 
degrees  in  order  to  give  the  student  more  freedom  of 
choice.  Incidental  to  this  was  the  proposal  to  lessen  the 
requirements  in  ancient  languages  for  the  B.  A.  degree  and 
of  modern  languages  for  the  B.  S.  degree.  The  former 
aroused  such  heated  discussion  that  the  main  point  was 
lost  sight  of  temporarily.  The  main  point  was  that,  unless 
some  cut  is  made  in  the  degree  requirements  somewhere, 
the  present  rather  rigid  curriculum  is  unavoidable. 

^.  Definite  limitation  of  the  student  body  numbers 
with  plans  for  greater  selectivity. 

4.  Increase  in  the  physical  equipment  properly  to  care 
for  present  needs. 

5.  A  system  of  specialization  during  the  last  two  years 
for  those  whose  records  would  merit  it.  It  was  called  the 
"Major  System."  A  major  would  consist  of  from  nine  to 
twelve  hours  in  any  one  department,  giving  the  student 
thorough  insight  into  at  least  one  chosen  field.  Difference 
of  opinion  arose  concerning  the  feasibility  of  the  system, 
but  there  was  general  approval  of  the  idea. 

6.  Provision  to  be  made  for  better  equipping  and 
maintaining  the  standards  of  the  teaching  staff.  Better 
housing  conditions,  opportunity  for  study  and  travel, 
limitation  of  the  teaching  load,  etc.,  were  held  to  be  desir- 
able for  the  professors. 

7.  The  library  to  be  put  in  up-to-date  condition  and 
kept  on  that  level. 

8.  More  courses  to  be  offered  in  the  social  sciences. 
Here  there  was  much  difference  of  opinion. 

Wherever  possible,  it  was  the  thought  that  faults 
would  be  corrected  at  once.  The  bigger  idea  was  that 


when,  and  if,  the  opportunity  for  creating  a  greater 
Hampden-Sydney  presented  itself,  we  should  be  found 
prepared  with  a  definite  plan  in  advance  into  which  we 
might  launch.  Some  may  have  felt  that  a  speedier 
realization  of  our  hopes  would  result  from  having  a  fixed 
goal.  At  any  rate  we  have  started  the  excellent  process 
of  self-examination  and  have  begun  to  evaluate  ourselves. 


SIX  YEARS  OUT 

The  Class  of  '27  Reports

HOW  are  our  recent  graduates  faring  in  the  present 
struggle  for  existence.'  An  illuminating  answer  to 
this  question  comes  fresh  from  Tilden  A.  Harrison,  '27, 
who  has  conducted  a  most  admirable  investigation  into 
the  mental,  social  and  economic  progress  of  his  classmates. 
We  present  a  concise  summary,  based  upon  testimonies  of 
twenty-eight  out  of  thirty-four  members  of  the  Class  of 
'27  who  answered  the  roll  call: 

All  but  one  are  employed.  Seventeen  find  their  work 
very  satisfying;  eight  would  like  to  change  it;  yet  twenty- 
five  find  that  their  work  gives  them  a  chance  for  growth 
and  self-expression.  Less  than  a  third,  to  wit,  eight,  have 
adventured  into  matrimon}';  three  of  these  are  proud 
fathers,  one  of  two  children.  Only  one-half  of  the  class 
feel  that  college  fitted  them  for  their  job,  though  many  of 
those  dissenting  admit  that  it  was  "a  necessary  founda- 
tion," "a  big  help"  or  a  "very  general"  aid. 

As  to  profession:  Eight  are  teachers  and  of  these,  three 
are  high  school  principals,  one  an  associate  headmaster 
and  one  a  college  professor  of  Greek  and  Latin.  Five  are 
M.  D.'s,  four  of  these  being  internes  and  one  practicing. 
Six  are  in  various  business  positions  ranging  from  oil 
burner  salesman  to  life  insurance  cashier.  Two  _  are 
ministers  of  the  Gospel.  One  practices  law;  one  is  a 
banker;  one  a  chemist;  one  a  hotel  clerk;  one  a  librarian; 
one  a  farmer  and  one  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secretary.  The  "un- 
employed" member  is  busy  studying  magazine  illustra- 
tion. Courses  found  most  helpful  in  college  were,  in  order 
of  influence:  English,  Chemistry,  Physics,  Mathematics, 
Bible,  Psychology,  History,  Biology,  Latin,  Greek  and  so 
forth,  on  down  to  mechanical  drawing  and  "bullslingingT' 

Fifteen  report  that  the  depression  has  affected  their 
work  slightly;  eleven,  a  great  deal.  The  class  has  suffered 
cuts  in  income  from  five  per  cent,  to  sixty-five  per  cent. 
or  an  average  cut  of  twenty  per  cent.  The  incomes 
reported  range  from  zero  to  ^4,000.00,  the  median  income 
being  ^i,3SS  per  annum.  Of  the  five  reporting  no  incomes, 
four  are  students  or  internes.  All  but  eight  have  studied 
since  leaving  Hampden-Sydney.  Ten  have  received 
graduate  degrees,  such  as  L.  L.  B.,  M.  D.,  M.  A.,  S.T.  B. 
and  Ph.  D.  A  majority  have  "held  down"  two  or  more 
positions  since  leaving  college.  Despite  the  times,  most 
of  this  class  seem  to  be  reasonably  happy,  for  all  but  two 
find  their  social  life  satisfactory  and  enjoy  their  business 
associates.  Though  some  feel  a  "divine  discontent"  with 
their  work,  none  is  dissatisfied  with  life.  In  view  of  the 
real  human  interest  of  facts  like  these,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  other  class  secretaries  will  emulate  Mr.  Harrison's 
fine  example.

The  Watkins  Memorial  Bell  Tower 

THE  PROPOSED  brick  Bell  Tower  in  memory  of 
Dr.  Asa  D.  Watkins,  former  Professor  of  English  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  will  soon  be  an  accomplished  fact. 

About  ^600,  of  the  ^750  estimated  to  be  necessary,  has 
been  raised  by  J.  D.  Eggleston,  Jr.,  '23,  who  conceived 
the  idea. 

Mr.  Eggleston  proposes  to  use  only  old  brick,  so  that 
the  Tower  will  look  old  and  in  keeping  with  our  best  old 
buildings.  He  has  sufficient  old  brick  on  hand  to  build 
the  Tower. 

But  another  unique  feature  is  the  collection  of  a  few 
brick  from  each  of  many  old  homes  occupied  by  dis- 
tinguished alumni  or  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  early  days  of  the  College.  It  is  his  purpose  to  collect 
"representative"  brick  from  Patrick  Henry's  old  home  in 
Prince  Edward  County;  from  "Dover,"  the  home  of 
Colonel  Charles  Allen  of  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  who 
was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  from  the  old 
James  Allen  place  on  Appomattox  River,  as  James  Allen 
was  one  of  the  Charter  Trustees  and  a  generous  supporter 
of  the  College  when  it  needed  help;  from  the  old  home  of 
William  Booker,  who  was  a  Charter  Trustee;  from  "Slate 
Hill,"  home  of  Nathaniel  Venable,  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  College;  from  "Springfield,"  home  of  Samuel  Woodson 
Venable,  who  was  an  officer  in  the  student  company 
which  entered  the  Revolution. 

"Longwood"  will,  of  course,  be  represented,  as  it  was 
built  by  Nathaniel  E.  Venable,  an  alumnus  of  the  College, 
and  on  the  same  spot  stood  the  home  of  Peter  Johnston, 
Sr.,  who  gave  the  land  on  which  Hampden-Sydney  stands, 
and  the  home  of  Judge  Peter  Johnston,  Jr.,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  first  class  that  entered  Hampden-Sydney; 
and  here  also  Professor  Charles  S.  Venable,  Class  of  1852, 
the  distinguished  educator,  and  author,  and  soldier,  was 
born.  Old  "Providence,"  home  of  Archibald  McRobert, 
will  be  represented;  "Templeton,"  the  old  home  of 
Colonel  John  Nash,  Sr.,  and  Colonel  John  Nash,  Jr.,  both 
of  whom  were  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney.  "Willing- 
ton,"  home  of  Major  James  Morton,  will  be  represented, 
as  will  "Morton  Hall,"  home  of  Captain  John  Morton, 
Charter  Trustee. 

"Little  Roanoke,"  home  of  Joseph  Morton;  "Boston 
Hill,"  birthplace  of  Judge  Paul  Carrington,  Sr.;  the 
Sterling  Price  home;  "Ararat,"  home  of  Dr.  Drury  Lacy; 
"The  Deanery,"  home  of  Francis  Deane,  a  Trustee,  and 


birthplace  of  Dr.  Paulus  A.  Irving;  the  homes  of  Dr.  John 
Kirkpatrick  and  Dr.  Jesse  S.  Armistead;  the  old  Andrew 
Baker  home;  the  home  of  Dr.  John  Peter  Mettauer;  the 
Samuel  Clough  Anderson  home  at  Worsham;  the  old 
court  house  at  Old  Prince  Edward  Court  House,  where 
Patrick  Henry  made  his  famous  speech  in  1788,  against 
the  ratification  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  when  the 
College  adjourned  and  went  in  a  body  to  hear  him  speak. 
This  does  not  complete  the  list,  but  it  can  be  seen  that 
this  Bell  Tower  will  be  the  most  unique  one  in  the  State 
of  Virginia. 


Was  the  Wish  the  Father  to  the  Thought? 

IN  A  LETTER  written  December  14,  1789,  by  Thomas 
Jefferson  to  William  Short,  Mr.  Jefferson  has  this  to 
say: 

"Mr.  Wythe  has  abandoned  the  College  of  Wm.  &  Mary, 
disgusted  with  some  conduct  of  the  professors  S:  particularly  of 
the  e.x-professor  Bracken,  &  perhaps  too  with  himself  to  be  too 
much  irritated  with  that.  The  visitors  will  try  to  condemn  what 
gave  him  offence  &  press  him  to  return:  otherwise  it  is  over  with 
the  college.  Mr.  Henry  at  the  present  session  (of  the  Legis- 
lature) made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  get  a  portion  of  the 
revenues  of  Wm.  &  Mary  transferred  to  Hampden-Sydney:  that 
academy,  too,  abandoned  by  Smith  is  going  to  nothing,  owing  to 
the  religious  phrensy  they  have  inspired  into  the  boys  young  & 
old,  which  their  parents  have  no  taste  for." 

The  Mr.  Smith  referred  to  by  Mr.  Jefferson  was  Rev.  John 
Blair  Smith,  D.  D.,  second  President  of  Hampden-Sydney-  He 
resigned  in  1789,  because  he  wished  to  give  more  time  to 
preaching  and  evangelistic  work.

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A  Letter  from  Morocco 

Casablanca,  Morocco. 
Dear  Dr.  Whiting: 

Sometime  ago  I  received  my  copy  of  the  Record 
and  found  attached  thereto  a  notice  that  my  next  sub- 
scription was  due.  I  am  enclosing  a  check  which  I  should 
appreciate  your  handing  to  Mr.  Atkinson. 

Several  of  my  friends  have  been  interested  in  a  brief 
account  of  a  rather  unusual  journey  which  I  made  across 
the  Grand  Atlas  in  August.  Unfortunately,  I  was  unable 
to  enter  the  occupied  area  where  the  Foreign  Legion  were 
staging  their  final  fight  against  the  Arabs,  however,  I  felt 
the  atmosphere  and  obtained  much  of  the  story  from 
my  companion  who  ventured  into  the  danger  zone.  The 
thought  occurs  to  me  that  a  very  brief  resume  would  be 
interesting  to  some  of  our  friends  at  Hampden-Sydney. 
Morocco  is  indeed  a  most  modern  country  and  the  stories 
which  reach  America  about  it  are  ridiculous.  The  French 
are  to  be  commended  on  the  rapid  progress  they  have 
made  in  colonizing  and  developing  this  country.  Casa- 
blanca itself  is  not  unlike  a  strictly  modern  city  of  France. 

During  June  and  July  I  enjoyed  a  wonderful  cruise 
on  the  Mediterranean,  through  the  Strait  of  Alessina, 
past  old  Syracuse,  on  through  the  Aegean,  the  Dar- 
danelles, the  Plain  of  Troy,  Istambul  and  Constanza, 
Roumania.  On  the  return  journey  we  were  not  far 
from  ancient  Carthage.  I  very  pleasantly  recalled  my 
studies  with  you  about  some  of  these  places.  America  is 
indeed  a  magnificent  country  but  all  of  the  beauty  of 
the  world  does  not  lie  within  the  confines  of  the  forty- 
eight  states ! 

I  hope  this  finds  you  well  and  prepared  to  handle 
another  record  enrollment  at  Hampden-Sydney.  I  hear 
about  the  college  occasionally  and  such  news  is  always 
welcome.

THE  GRAND  ATLAS  TO-DAY 

American  Oil,  Unruly  Arabs  and  the  French  Foreign 
Legion  in  Morocco 

The  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Foreign  Legion  with 
whom  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  conversing  are  not 
particularly  elated  with  the  glamour  that  surrounds  most 
of  the  newspaper  stories  and  numerous  novels  which  are 
intended  to  portray  a  picture  of  the  Legion's  activities  in 
southern  Morocco.  These  vivid  accounts  of  romantic 
adventure  are  so  exaggerated  that  few  readers  actually 
believe  that  present  day  warfare  in  any  part  of  the  world 
could  be  carried  on  after  such  fashion.  Perhaps  it  is  a 
disillusionment  to  state  boldly  that  an  interwoven  love 
episode  can  definitely  be  relegated  to  the  remote  past; 
dashing  sheiks,  brilliant  jewels,  Arabian  chargers  and 
lovely  ladies  play  no  role  at  the  setting  of  the  actual  con- 
flict. The  tribes  which  have  just  been  subdued  are  the  last 
fierce,  mountain  peoples  to  yield  before  the  pacification 
program  of  the  French  which  has  been  waged  in  Alorocco 
for  over  twenty  years.  Morocco,  then,  can  now  be  said  to 
be  pacified,  though  the  Legion  will,  undoubtedly,  remain 
on  the  scene  for  years  to  act  as  police  among  these  van- 
quished tribes  who,  obviously,  will  have  no  great  affection 


for  their  conquerors.  It  is  rumored  that  a  part  of  the 
military  activities  will  now  be  transferred  to  the  southern 
border  of  French  Morocco  from  whence  a  campaign  is 
expected  to  be  launched  against  the  tribes  of  Rio  do  Oro, 
a  colony  belonging  to  Spain  and  perhaps  one  of  the  last 
uncivilized  countries  in  the  world. 

On  the  southeastern  slope  of  the  Grand  Atlas,  some  few 
hundred  kilometers  east  and  south  of  Marrakech,  a  favor- 
ite winter  playground  for  some  Americans  and  many 
English,  a  new  road  had  recently  been  opened;  it  was  our 
intention  to  visit  this  section  to  determine  whether  it 
would  be  advantageous  to  install  gasoline  pumps  along 
the  new  route.  A  carefully  prepared  "'plan  of  attack"  had 
been  finalized  and  it  was  decided  that  two  of  our  tried  and 
most  experienced  inspectors  survey  the  territory  and  sub- 
mit to  our  central  office  their  formal  recommendations. 
One  inspector  was  to  cross  the  Atlas  east  of  Marrakech 
while  the  other  was  to  proceed  south  from  Meknes,  the 
very  heart  of  Morocco's  productive  farm  country.  A 
small  Moorish  outpost  on  the  border  of  the  Sahara  had 
been  previously  decided  upon  as  the  rendezvous  for  the 
two  inspectors.  I  chose  this  opportunity  to  accompany 
the  inspector  crossing  the  Atlas  south  of  Alarrakech. 

The  temperature  on  the  day  of  our  departure  was  120 
degrees  in  the  shade;  we  set  out  early  to  avoid  the  direct 
rays  of  a  hot  summer  sun  for  we  didn't  fancy  scorching  of 
our  own  volition.  It  was  our  idea  to  have  ascended  to 
higher  regions  before  midday.  Just  prior  to  our  departure 
from  Marrakech  the  resident  French  officer  informed  us 
that  there  might  be  difficulty  in  obtaining  permits  to 
proceed  beyond  a  certain  point  since  a  commercial  traveler 
had  just  been  shot  by  some  Moorish  sharpshooter  and 
since,  as  a  result,  the  authorities  were  tightening  up  on 
permits.  This  wasn't  welcome  news  as  one  ventures  into 
a  hot  and  hostile  countr)',  country  which  few  Americans 
have  ever  had  reason  to  visit.  About  half  way  up  the 
mountain  we  passed  a  large  convoy  of  motor  transport 
loaded  with  munitions,  foodstuffs  and  gasoline;  they  had 
halted  at  a  spring  for  a  cool  drink  and  a  few  moments  rest 
before  negotiating  the  steep  ascent  and  sharp  curves 
leading  on  to  the  summit.  Suddenly  a  shrieking  siren 
announced  the  arrival  of  some  motor  vehicle  e\'idently  in  a 
hurry.  We  stopped  for  a  moment  and  an  ambulance  with 
the  familiar  Red  Cross  design  thereon  swept  by;  we  learned 
later  that  a  wounded  legionnaire  was  being  taken  to  the 
strictly  modern,  military  hospital  at  Marrakech.  Inci- 
dentally, the  French  employ  planes  in  transporting  seri- 
ously wounded  victims  from  the  front  to  the  hospital.  So 
far,  all  was  well  and  I  was  inwardly  enjoying  this  unique 
experience.  But  alas!  As  we  stopped  for  luncheon  at  a  tiny 
hotel  atop  the  Grand  Atlas  I  was  informed  that  I  could  not 
proceed  farther  since  the  authorities  desired  to  take  no 
risks  by  allowing  American  citizens  to  enter  the  danger 
zone.  It  was  with  great  reluctance  that  I  bid  farewell  to 
my  companion,  a  Frenchman,  who  continued  on  for 
another  500  kilometers.  My  friend,  fortunateh',  met  with 
no  difficulty  during  his  journey  and  succeeded  in  meeting 
the  second  inspector  at  the  appointed  place.  Travel  after 
nightfall  was  impossible  as  the  authorities  would  not  then 
guarantee  safety  for  anyone.  The  Arabs  are  known  to 
torture  victims  who  might  be  captured;  the  result  is  that 
no  one  travels  alone  if  it  can  be  avoided.  The  mission  was 
entirely  successful  and  in  view  of  anticipated  motor  travel 
through  this  recentl}'  conquered  section  of  Morocco  it  was 
decided  to  install  a  pump  where  American  oil  is  now  being 
sold  to  well-to-do  caids  (native  chiefs)  who  insist  on  high- 
powered  American  motor  cars.

A  Forgotten  Graveyard

BOUT  TWO  MILES  from  Marble  Hill,  in  a  dense 


forest,  is  the  old  family  graveyard  of  the  Purnells. 
It  is  an  enclosure  of  about  twenty  yards  square  surrounded 
by  what  was  once  a  substantial  brick  wall.  This  wall  was 
of  a  sort  that  could  have  withstood  the  ravages  of  time; 
but  the  hands  of  vandals  have  wrought  great  injury — the 
fine  coping  and  many  courses  of  bricks  having  been 
removed  and  carried  away  by  those  who  respected  not 
the  rights  of  the  living  nor  regarded  the  hallowed  resting 
place  of  the  dead.  In  close  proximity,  in  days  gone  b}-, 
stood  the  colonial  residence  of  William  Purnell.  Of  this 
residence  no  vestige  now  remains,  though  until  recently 
a  few  apple  trees,  stunted  and  choked  by  forest  growth, 
showed  where  the  garden  had  once  been — Sic  transit 
gloria  mundi. 

Tradition,  well  authenticated,  has  it  that  in  the  early 
part  of  the  eighteenth  century  William  Purnell  ran  away 
from  his  guardian  in  Maryland  and  settled  in  what  was 
then  Amelia  (now  Prince  Edward)  County,  Virginia.  He 
married  Miss  Ann  Hall,  daughter  of  John  Hall,  of  Amelia. 
Two  sons,  John  and  Asa,  were  soldiers  in  the  Continental 
Army  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  Asa  Purnell  was 
killed;  but  from  him  the  name  descended  to  the  Dick- 
inson, the  Dupuy,  and  the  \A'atkins  families. 

William  Purnell's  daughter,  Mary,  married  James 
Dupuy,  Esquire,  of  Nottowa}'  County,  Virginia,  and 
was  the  mother  of  Col.  Asa  Dupuy  and  Col.  Joseph 
Dupu}-.  The  former  of  these  gentlemen.  Trustee  and 
Treasurer  of  Hampden-Sydnev  College,  was  the  father 
of  Mrs.  R.  H.  Watkins  (Mary  P.)  Mrs.  H.  W.  Cole 
(Lavalette),  Mrs.  Abner  Anderson  (Maria  L.)  and  Miss 
Ann  Lefevre — all  of  "Linden"  on  Bush  River. 

Colonel  Joseph  Dupuy  had  a  number  of  sons  and 
daughters — William  P.,  Joseph,  J.  Asa,  Edward  L., 
Henry  and  Misses  Mary  T.,  Jane  N.,  Elvira  (Mrs.  A.  G. 
Jelfress)  and  Mrs.  Geo.  W.  Redd  (Sarah  Louisa).  Their 
home  was  the  fine  estate,  "Ealkland,"  later  owned  by 
Mr.  John  R.  Morton.  Thus,  while  the  graves  in  this 
forgotten  spot  are  not  marked  by  stones  with  legible 
inscriptions,  they  hold  the  remains  of  the  ancestors  of  a 
sturdy  stock,  known  and  respected  in  Prince  Edward 
County  for  generations  and  still  maintaining  the  traditions 
of  the  fathers. 


Lambda  Circle  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa 

SINCE  its  installation  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  the 
spring  of  1924,  Lambda  Circle  of  Omicron  Delta 
Kappa  has  gathered  a  roster  of  one  hundred  and  forty- 
four  initiates.  Of  the  Charter  members,  eight  were 
students  and  two  Faculty  members  (Dean  R.eed  and 
Coach  Bernier). 

There  has  been  a  total  of  fifty-one  Alumni  initiated 
while  seventy-eight  members  have  been  chosen  to  the 
active  list  from  the  students.  The  remaining  fifteen  of 
the  one  hundred  and  forty-four,  have  been  distinguished 
persons  whose  alma  mater  was  some  other  institution  than 
Hampden-Sydney. 

The  membership  is  made  up  of  men  of  fine  physical 
vigor,  most  of  them  in  the  prime  of  life.  It  is  noteworthy 
that  there  have  been  only  three  deaths  in  the  membership 
(Judge  Lee  Estes,  Frank  Hoffman  and  Alexander  Martin) 


and  the  one  hundred  and  forty-one  now  living  are  enjoying 
good  health. 

Occupationally,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the 
fift}--one  who  were  initiated  out  of  the  body  of  the  Alumni 
of  the  College,  seven  are  doctors  and  seven  are  ministers. 
Of  those  engaged  in  educational  work,  there  are  an  even 
dozen  and  that  same  number  applies  to  the  lawyers.  Nine 
are  in  business,  two  are  newspaper  editors,  and  two 
athletic  directors. 

Of  the  seventy-eight  students  who  have  been  initiated 
since  1924,  nine  are  in  the  present  student  body.  Of  those 
who  are  out  making  their  way  or  preparing  at  the  uni- 
versities and  professional  schools  to  do  so,  twenty-one 
are  engaged  in  some  department  of  the  field  of  education, 
nineteen  are  in  some  kind  of  business,  seven  are  doctors, 
twelve  are  in  the  ministry,  six  are  lawyers,  three  are  on 
newspapers,  and  one  is  an  athletic  director.  It  is  a  striking 
fact  that  every  member  of  Lambda  Circle  "has  a  job." 
In  these  davs,  that  is  an  unusual  record.

One  Hundred  Years  Ago 

HE  RICHMOND   LEADER,  of  February  5,  1923, 
has  the  following  news  item  which  appeared  in  1823: 

100  YEARS  .A.GO  (1823) 

In  the  house  of  delegates  on  Monday  the  bill  concerning  the 
University  of  Virginia  was  taken  up.  Mr.  Griffin  offered  a 
substitute  for  the  bill.  A  portion  of  this  substitute  provides  for 
the  equal  distribution  among  the  colleges  of  952  shares  of  stock 
of  the  Bank  of  Virginia,  owned  by  the  literary  fund.  Allen 
Taylor  objected  to  dividing  the  sum  equally  because  the  colleges 
were  not  equal.  "William  and  Mary  was  an  antient,  and  an  im- 
mensely rich  institution,  and  it  was  proposed  to  make  it  still 
richer.  That  institution  had  received  the  regal  bounty  and  from 
the  formation  of  our  government  had  annually  received  the 
surveyors'  fees  ....  Washington  College  had  a  small  endow- 
ment and  would  be  bettered  in  its  situation.  But  Hampden- 
Sidney,  which  had  no  endowment  at  all,  might,  without  dero- 
gating from  the  merits  of  the  others,  be  said  to  be  the  most 
useful  college  in  the  state.  Destitute  of  the  public  bounty  it  was 
convinced  that  its  success  depended  upon  its  good  behavior  and 
the  exertions  which  had  grown  out  of  this  state  of  things  had 
been  crowned  with  a  success  which  did  not  attend  the  wealthy 
institution  of  William  and  Mary.  The  latter,  reposing  upon  its 
ample  means,  had  become  indolent  and  inactive  and  counted, 
at  present,  only  forty-two  students.  Hampden-Sidney  boasted 
137  [iS/.'l  students."  In  answer,  Mr.  Griffin  said  that  William 
and  Mary  owned  a  great  deal  of  land,  but  that  it  was  "very 
poor,  its  revenue  not  exceeding  $5,000."  The  substitute  was 
negatived. 

[From  1776  to  1825  about  800  listed  students  attended 
Hampden-Sidney.  About  the  same  number  attended  William 
and  Mary  during  the  same  time.  Before  1825  it  is  estimated 
that  750  men  had  studied  at  Washington  College.  Thomas  F. 
Griffin  was  a  delegate  from  York  county  from  1793  until  1800 
and  from  1819  to  1823,  and  again  from  1827  to  1830.  Allen 
Taylor  was  from  Botetourt  county.)

My  Dear  Mr.  Brock:

James  Chambliss  Eley,  '00,  died  at  Anlander,  North  Carolina, 
April   II,   1933. 

Mr.  William  Jones  Lyie  died  at  the  residence  of  his  son,  Matthew 
Lyle,  in  Keysville,  Virginia,  August  9,  1933,  after  several  months 
of  declining  health.  Mr.  Lyle  was  well  known  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
being  the  father  of  Royster  Lyle,  '18;  of  George  A.  ("Jack")  Lyle, 
'21,  and  of  Horace  Lyle,  '29.  This  good  and  useful  man  was  the 
grandson  of  Rev.  Matthew  Lyle,  for  thirty-one  years  (1796-1827)  a 
trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  for  a  year  Chairman  of  a 
Committee  of  the  Board  in  whose  hands  was  the  executive  manage- 
ment of  the  College  between  the  administrations  of  Presidents  Hoge 
and  Cushing.  In  the  passing  of  Mr.  Lyle,  the  community  has  lost 
a  genial  friend;  the  church,  a  consistent  and  useful  elder;  the  state, 
a  loyal  and  upright  citizen. 

Mr.  Joseph  Fleming  Baxter  See,  '72,  died  at  his  home  near 
Overbrook,  Kansas,  April  11,  1933.  He  was  married  in  1875  ^t 
Greenfield,  Missouri,  to  Miss  Kate  Darrall.  There  were  three 
children — Cieorgia,  Lucy  and  Thomas  D.  A  correspondent  says:

Edgar  W.  Venable,  sixty-one,  son  of  the  late  Major  Andrew  Reid 
Venable,  gallant  Confederate  soldier,  and  Mrs.  Louise  Cabell  Car- 
rington  Venable,  of  Hampden-Sydney,  Virginia,  died  at  his  home 
in  Ely,  Nevada,  Frida\',  July  21st,  following  a  short  illness.  Mr. 
\'enable  had  been  connected  with  mining  interests  in  Nevada  for 
the  last  ten  \'ears. 

Mr.  \'enable  was  born  at  "Hickory  Grove,"  the  old  Venable 
home,  near  Hampden-Sydney,  on  October  17,  1872.  He  attended 
Hampden-Sydnev  College  in  1890-92  and  became  a  mining  engineer. 
He  was  a  direct  descendent  of  Judge  Paul  Carrington,  of  the  State 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  and  of  Colonel  William  Cabell,  of 
"Union  Hill,"  and  other  distinguished   families  in  Virginia. 

He  is  survived  by  a  brother,  William  H.  Venable,  of  Norfolk, 
for  many  years  a  leading  member  of  the  Virginia  Bar,  and  three 
sisters.  Miss  Addle  C.  Venable,  Miss  Susie  W.  Venable  and  Miss 
Emma  C.  Venable,  of  Hampden-Sydney,  a  niece,  Mrs.  Emmet  Kyle, 
and  nephew,  William  W.  Venable,  of  Norfolk.

Mrs.  Mary  McFaden  (nee  Friend) 
survives  her  husband  with  three  daughters  (Mrs.  L.  C.  Caldwell, 
Mrs.  W.  B.  Blanton  and  Mrs.  Eugene  Witherspoon)  and  one  son, 
F.  T.  McFaden,  Jr.,  '22.  Interment  was  made  in  Hollywood  Ceme- 
tery, Richmond,  after  services  conducted  in  Winchester  by  his  old 
friends.  Doctors  C.  R.  Stribling,  '84,  and  G.  G.  Sydnor,  '87.  The 
Neius-Leader  truly  says  of  him:  "He  died  all  too  soon;  yet  had  he 
lived  to  a  leisured  five  score,  he  could  not  have  made  life  more 
beautiful  than  in  the  crowded  hours  of  his  unselfish  service."  Dr. 
W.  C.  Campbell,  '76,  has  written  in  the  Presbyterian  of  the  South  an 
interesting  narrative  of  some  incidents  of  Dr.  McFaden's  boyhood.

Football  Prospects 


PAUL  W.  FERRIS,  sports  writer  for  the  Richmond 
Ncivs-Lc/iclcr,  spent  the  day  in  Death  \'alley  September 
13th  and  then  the  following  day  "wrote  us  up"  in  his  paper. 
He  has  covered  the  situation  so  well  that  we  are  using  his 
kind  permission  to  reproduce  his  account  in  these  pages.  Here 
it  is : 

"The  Tiger  of  Hanipden-Sydney  will  display  a  sharpened 
.set  of  claws  at  the  gridiron  wars  this  fall,  unless  a  sudden 
series  of  injuries  crops  up  to  riddle  the  small,  but  extremely 
promising,  squad  now  going  through  preliminary  paces 
under  the  direction  of  Coach  Charles  Bernier. 

"AVith  academic  work  emphasized  to  an  unusually  high 
degree,  Hampden-Sydney  is  annually  content  to  put  out  a 
good,  small-college  team,  realizing  that  its  athletic  resources 
are  not  those  of  a  larger  institution  and  being  sufficiently 
sensible  not  to  aspire  to  a  height  beyond  its  natural  reach. 

"Coach  Rerm'er  is  recognized  by  every  Tiger  alumnus  to 
be  something  more  than  an  athletic  mentor.  Like  'Old 
Man'  Stagg,  whom,  incidentalh',  he  somewhat  resembles, 
Bernier  is  as  much  a  character  builder  as  a  coach.  Quite 
naturally  he  likes  to  have — and  generally  does  have — a  good 
team.  But  if  the  sort  of  success  that  is  marked  only  by 
victories  does  not  alwavs  attend  his  efforts,  he  is  satisfied  to 


know  that  his  boys  have  'played  the  game'  and  that  there 
are  extremely  few  'wolves'  in  the  Hampden-Sydney  alumni 
body. 

"The  success  of  this  year's  Tiger  eleven  at  present  seems 
to  hinge  on  the  development  of  a  pair  of  tackles  to  take  the 
place  of  Captain  Nottingham  and  Nance,  last  season's  stal- 
warts. The  Ogden  twins,  George  and  Joe,  are  being  tried 
at  the  assignments  and,  although  showing  some  of  the  'rough- 
ness' to  be  expected  of  Sophomores  who  never  played  football 
before  coming  to  college,  are  looked  upon  as  potential  stars. 
Roth  are  190-pounders,  tall  and  rangy.  The  rest  of  the  line 
is  well  set,  barring  injuries.  Sam  McLaughlin,  of  Richmond, 
tallest  pivot  man  in  the  State,  weighing  185;  Bill  Price,  170- 
pound  veteran  guard;  Bill  Moore,  190-poinid  tackle  of  last 
year,  now  at  right  guard  ;  Bill  Formwalt  and  Johnny  Ferry, 
letter  men,  at  the  ends — all  these  compose  well-seasoned 
material  that  can  be  counted  on  fully.  Fred  Huffman, 
former  McGuire's  Captain ;  ^Vard  Harshbarger,  last  year's 
Augusta  Military  Academy  Captain  and  state  prep  middle- 
weight boxing  champion,  and  Fred  AVilliams,  Freshman 
from  Petersburg,  are  considered  best  among  the  line  re- 
placements. The  genial  'Red'  Smith  is  again  serving  as 
line  coach. 

"There  is  no  uncertainty  regarding  the  backfield.  Captain 
Billy  Spotswood,  Jack  Humphries,   Harold  White  and  Bill

heart  of  practically  any  coach.  Averaging  around  165  pounds 
per  man,  they  combine  excellent  punting  ability,  good  pass- 
ing, shifty  running,  clean  blocking  and  fine  defensive  work. 
Birch  Douglass,  'Soup'  Campbell,  Berry  Hodgson  and  Theo 
Roberts  are  among  the  cream  of  the  backfield  replacements. 

"The  first  blow  to  the  squad  came  Monday  when  Charles 
Bernier,  Jr.,  the  coach's  Freshman  son,  suffered  a  fracture 
in  his  instep  during  tackling  practice.  Although  light,  young 
Charley  had  shown  considerable  promise  and  was  rated  as 
first  understudy  to  Humphries  at  the  triple-threat  post. 

"The  Tigers  open  their  campaign  with  the  airmen  of 
Langley  Field  on  September  1 6th  and  close  with  their  chief 
rival  in  the  new  Chesapeake  Conference,  Randolph-Macon, 
at  Ashland  on  November  25th."
